Betraying Their Inconaistency. 


Some of our esteeued contemporaries 


seem to be getting twisted ID their efforts 
to champion the Australian ballot law. 
For instance they asaert tba1! tbe prohibi- 
tory law does cot entirely suppress the 
rum traffic, and manifest surprise that THE 
WHIG does not djscarc. that law because it 
will not compass in its way tie impossible 
things expected of the ballot law in an- 
other direction. The answer to this only 
emphasizes the inconsistency of the advo- 
cates of the ballot \i.w. TIIE WHIG be- 
lieves tbat the prohititory law is a better 
method of dealing wi.h the liquor traffic 
than a license law, and has maintained 
that it should be judged just as other laws 
are judged, always bearing In mind that it 
has been found impossible to make any 
law sufficiently stringent to absolutely 
wipe out the crime at which.it was aimed. 
The same holds good of our present elec- 
tion law which some of our contempora- 
ries desire to have repudiated, on the 
ground that it, does not affurd absolute 
protection to the ballot, while at the same 
time they sustain ihe prohibitory law. In 
other words th'ey try to use) the same ar- 
gument in entirely different directions, 
while we contend that the same rule 
should necessarily be applleid In passing 
judgment upon both laws. 
That there 


may be cases where the present law is 
violated we do not Jcny, and the same 
would 
be,' true if tbe new law was 


adopted. . What we Of> claini la that no 
State In the Union has to-day a law under 
which the people secure a more honest, 
fair and thoroughly representative verdict 
than do tie people of Maine under the laws 
now in force here. Tals being ji, fact we 
contend that there Is no occasion for tbe 
adoption of this more complicated and very 
much more expensive system, especially 
as It has been shown that men discover 
ways of evading the secret ballot law just 
as they bore all other aws.
